SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer game entitled Halo Combat Evolved is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. This classification applies to identical copies 
regardless of format or platform. 

Halo Combat Evolved has been previously examined and classified as a console game 
by the Office of Film and Literature Classification (OFLC). The console game was 
classified, "Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to 
persons who have attained the age of 16 years", with the descriptive note "Contains 
violence." (OFLC No. 201293). This decision was registered on 22 August 2002. 

The computer game version contains two additional weapons and appears to have 
some different environments. There is nothing in the computer game that requires it to 
receive a different classification to that given to the console game.
